£ Boze present Northern Parliament, 
elected in November, 1933, has run 
about half of its normal course, and a 
new Parliament need not be elected until 
the Spring of 1938. Notwithstanding 
this, there was a persistent rumour that a 
general election might be held in the 
Autumn. This rumour has been effec- 
tively refuted by the leaders of the majo- 
rity party in the North. 

The reason put forward for a general 
election was that Lord Craigavon might 
think it desirable, by going to the country 
and obtaining a substantial majority, to 
confound the critics of the Government 
and show that he has the vast majority 
of the electorate behind him in maintain- 
ing on the Statute k the Civil Authori- 
ties Act. But anyone who understands 
present conditions in the North knows 
that it is not necessary to have a general 
election to stress this point. 

The Northern Prime Minister has 
sé snap 9 
general elections for window-dressing pur- 
poses. Ho prefers to carry on the regular 
work of the Government until near the 
end of the statutory period and then 
appealing to the electors upon the Govern- 
ment’s record. 

There is much yet to do before a general 
election. The marketing schemes which 
have been a boon to farmers have to be 
further developed. Tle long-term beef 
policy adopted in Great Britain must be 
made applicable in Northern Ireland ; the 
second Appointed Day under the Unem- 
ployment Scheme has to come into effect ; 
a new by-pass road from Belfast to Holy- 
wood, which will cost nearly £500,000, has 
to be completed, and it is hoped by many 
that an adjustment of the financial 
arrangements with Great Britain will be 
effected that will place Northern Ireland 
in an impregnable financial position. 

It would be easy for the Northern 
Premier to hold an election this Autumn 
when there is no settled policy, but much 
confusion, among his Nationalist oppo- 
nents in the North. There is no desire, 
however, to deprive the Nationalists of 
any of their eleven (out of B2) seats. 
When redistribution was carried into 
effect, after Proportional Representation 
had been abolished, the constituencies 
were so arranged that the Nationalist divi- 
sions would have a substantial Nationalist 
majority and the same would apply to 
Unionist divisions. 

The Nationalists claim that they should 
have several more seats, and there may 
be some justice in the claim, but whether 
the distaibution of population could have 
been so adjusted, it is certain at any rate 
that the eleven seats assigned to the 
Nationalists are “ safe’’ seats so long as 
internal division in the Nationalist ranks 
does not throw them away. The policy 
of abstention on the part of the 
Nationalists, advocated by Mr. Blythe, 
was tried before in the North without 
much success, and was abandoned by theo 
late Mr. Joseph Devlin and his sup- 
porters. 

Mr. Blythe’s idea of two Northern 
parties—say, a Conservative and Demo- 
cratic Party—both with Catholic elements, 
bidding for the Nationalist and Catholic 
vote, might have attractions under’ more 
idealistic .conditions, but does not seem 
feasible with a large section of the mino 
rity in the North definitely opposed to the 
Northern Government and its Constitu- 
tion. 


Two Views 


It would be unfortunate if a general 
disposition should develop in the North 
to criticise the South and in the South 
to criticise the North. The great majority 
of the people, both North and South, are 
decent, respectable folk, who wish to live 
on friendly terms with their neighbours. 

Major H. T. M‘Clintock, of Red House, 
Ardee, Co. Louth, writing in a Belfast 
newspaper, refers to the statement made 
by Sir Joseph M‘Connell, M.P., at 
Magheramorne, that “ real grievances ’ 
had been suffered by Protestants in the 
Irish Free State; that many had been 
driven from official positions, or had to 
flee their homes without compensation, 
and that others had valuable property con- 
fiscated. 

Major M‘Clintock says that whateve1 
incidents in the “ bad times ” of fourteen 
or fifteen years ago might be adduced to 
justify such statements—incidents which, 
he was certain. had nothing to do with 
the victims’ religion—and such a picture 


to the Ministry 


gave an entirely false picture of the 
position of Protestants in the Free State 
at present and for many years past. 
Bishops and heads of various Protestant 
denominations had repeatedly testified, he 
said, to the good relations existing between 
their flocks and their Roman Catholic 
neighbours. 

A point of view equally important, and 
one that should be generally known, is 
that put forward by a writer signing him- 
self “ Catholic ” in another Belfast news- 
paper. He says that he is a loyal and 
faithful son of his Church who has spent 
45 years in Southern Ireland, where he 
has some property. Five years ago he 
came to Belfast, and during that time he 
came into daily contact with Protestant 
people in a business capacity. He never 
saw a frown or heard a hostile word, or 
witnessed a hostile act, because he was a 
Catholic, 

He declared that he was always a great 
advocate of Home Rule for Ireland, but 
had been sadly disappointed by its prac- 
tical operation in the Free State. He 
added that he intended to make his future 
home in Belfast, because there was justice, 
freedom and fair play shown to every 
citizen who respected and obeyed the law. 
He ventures the opinion that if Roman 
Catholics co-operated wholeheartedly with 
the Northern Government they could have 
anvthing reasonable for the asking. 

These two views of minority representa- 
tives, North and South, are interesting, 
and it is regrettable that more expression 
is not given to such views to remove mis- 
understanding, and even apprehension. 
Anyone who knows the North realises that 
the great majority of the people, irrespec- 
tive of creed or party, wish to live in peace 
and harmony with their neighbours, and 
to support the authorities in maintaining 
law and order. 


Trade Outlook 


The shipyard, mills and factories in 
Belfast are closed for the annual week s 
holiday, and it seems an appropriate time 
to review the present position of trade and 
industry and the future prospects. 

The shipbuilding industry has shown a 
weleome revival from the depressed condi- 
tions of a few years ago, when at one 
period there was not a single vessel on 
the “building slips. “Last year Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff launched at Belfast 
nine vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 
101,906. ‘The firm had the world’s: record 
output for the year, and had the distinc- 
tion of launching two of the biggest ships 
of the year—the 25,000-ton Sterling Castle 
and the Athlone Castle—for the Union- 
Castle Line’s Cape mail service. 

At the present moment there are nine 
vessels under construction, but several of 
these are of small tonnage. The firm have 
nineteen building berths in the Belfast 
yards, including five recently taken over 
from Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), 
Ltd., who have now ceased operations. 
Consequently the Belfast shipbuilding 
industry is working at present ‘at about 
half capacity. There are, roughly, about 
12,000 men employed in the shipyards at 
present, although over 13,000 were em- 
ployed a few months ago. 


There is a slight falling off in the 
number of orders fot new vessels, and this 
applies to other ax: eoin centres as 
well as. Belfast, essrs.. Harland and 
Wolff are completing the light cruiser 
Penelope (5,000 tons), which is the first 
Admiralty order placed in Belfast since 
the War. It is expected, however, that 
Belfast will receive a fair share of the 
new vessels which the Admiralty will 
place, towards the end of the year, under 
the re-armament® scheme, The outlook in 
the shipbuilding industry is, therefore, 
satisfactory, although further orders for 
the Mercantile Marine would be welcomed. 

The linen industry still suffers from the 
effect of world conditions of restricted 
trade, due to exchange difficulties and other 
causes. There has been, however, a 
welcome expansion in the home and 
Dominion markets, and it is not im- 
probable that a new trade agreement 
between Great Britain and the United 
States may assist the linen industry in 
this market, which is the largest export 
market for linen goods. 
_ A film of the Irish linen industry show- 
ing the variows processes in mills and 
factories is being prepared under the 
auspices of the Irish Linen Guild. This 
film will be shown extensively in Great 
Britain and the Dominions and also in 
the 1 nited States. An illustrated brochure 
of the history of linen is also being pre 
pared by the Irish Linen Guild for exten- 
sive distribution in schools, 

wo other Belfast industries—tobaces 
and rope manufacturing—are showing 
steady progress. 7 


Gift to Farmers 


The fact that Northern Ireland is in the 
British fiscal union has been of immense 
advantage to the Northern farmers, They 
are in on the ‘‘ground floor” in the 
British market—the finest in the world— 
and are treated in a similar manner to 


the farmers in Yorkshire or Scotland. 5 


While embargos and import restrictions 
have been placed upon foreign, and even 
Dominion, cattle and produce entering 
Great: Britain, no such restrictions are 
applicable to Northern Ireland, which. as 
part of the United Kingdom, has a free 
entry to the British market. The restric- 
tion imposed on the imports of Danish 
bacon, for instance, has greatly increased 
the Northern bacon-curing trade, while 
the pig-inarketing scheme has increased 
and stabilised the price which farmers 
secure for pigs. 

The new live-stock plan, which is to be 
adopted in Great Britain next year, for 
subsidies to the cattle industry and import 
duties on foreign cattle, is likely to have 
an equally beneficial: result for the 
Northern farmers, who will get a sub- 
stantial share of the £5,000,000 per annum 
which will be payable to the producers of 
fat cattle. 

Northern cattle producers have benefited 
considerably already by the subsidies paid 
under the Cattle Industry (Emergency 
Provisions) Act. According to returns 
issued by the British Cattle Committee, 
the total payments made to Northern 
owners up to the 30th May last was 
£447,102. 

The total number of animals involved 
was 205,057. The new long-term cattle 
policy which had been adopted by the 
British Government will be even more 
beneficial to Northern cattle producers, 
who will now be able to concentrate upon 
the British market with the assurance 
that good prices will be obtained under the 
imptoved subsidy scheme. The proposals 
outlined by the British Minister of Acri- 
culture will apply to Northern farmers 
equally with English, Scottish and Welsh 
producers, and no additional legislation 
will be necessary at Stormont. 

In view of the disorganisation and cur- 
tailment of the cattle industry in the Free 
State, the Northern farmers can con- 
gratulate themselves that they have 
secured a free British market and 
equality of treatment in the British 
subsidy scheme. 


New. Road Policy 


The decision of the British Minister of 
Transport to transfer from County Councils 
: responsibility for the 
maintenance and improvement of 4,500 
miles of main trunk-roads is of consider- 
able interest to Northern Ireland, Although 
the Northern Exchequer has a separate 
Road Fund for motor taxation from that 
under the control of the British Exchequer 
—motor taxation being one of the few 
items of revenue transferred to the 
Northern Government—there has been a 
similarity in road policy between both 


areas. 

Both Governments from time to time 
have raided the Road Fund, and utilised 
portion of its revenue derived from motor 
taxation for general revenue purposes, 
while each is now appropriating a fixed 
proportion of the Road Fund revenue for 
general purposes. The British Goyern- 
ment appears to be reversing this policy, 
and is now taking over control of main 
trunk roads used for through traffic from 
the 1st April next. ‘ 

The Government proposes that the finan- 
cial arrangements arising out of the 
transfer will be discussed with the repre- 
sentatives of the local authorities with a 
revision of the general Exchequer vontribu- 
tion under the Local Government Acts. 

These financial adjustments will be 
watched with interest in Northern Ireland. 
Is it proposed, for instance, to increase 
the contribution from .the British Ex- 
chequer for road maintenance, and to 
relieve local authorities to that extent? If 
that is so, an equivalent contribution from 
the Northern Exchequer would seem to be 
due, following the principles laid down in 
the Colwyn award for the benefit of 
Northern roads and the relief of Northern 
County Councils, 

It is not known yet how far the Northern 
Government will follow the example of the 
British Minister of Transport in taking 
over main roads. Since its establishment 
the Northern Government has been 
repeatedly urged to take over main roads 
in the North and to enter upon a compre- 
hensive scheme of widening and road im- 
provement, chiefly to provide work for the 
unemployed, and at the same time to 
meet the growing needs of road transport. 
Recently the Northern Minister of Home 
Affairs said that the Ministry would be 
responsible for 100 per cent. of the cost of 
the new road from Belfast to Holywood 
along the reclaimed foteshore. 


An Ulster Derby 


When the Earl of Derby made the sug: 
gestion at a luncheon of the Ulster 
Tourist Development Association, in 
November last, that there should be an 
Ulster Derby, it was not anticipated that 
the proposal would be taken up so 
thoroughly and so quickly. Arrange- 
ments have been virtually completed for 
running the Ulster Derby at the Maze on 
the 18th inst, 

Apart from point-to-point ‘races, the 
North has few race meetings, and the 
Ulster Derby, which is being promoted 
by the Down Royal Corporation, of which 
Mr. J. ©. Wilson is registrar, promises 
to be an outstanding social and sporting 
event, 

There are 128 entries for six races. The 
principal race—the Ulster Derby—is for 
1,000 sovereigns, and for this valuable 
sal there are 33 entries, including 
10rses from racing stables in different 
parts of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The Earl of Derby is ranning Inistore, 
and during his visit he will be the guest 
of the Matquess of Londonderry, who will 
also attend the race, for which he has 
entered a. horse—Columcille—which was 
fourth in the Derby Trial Sweepstake at

ADVANTAGES OVER 
PHCENIX BARK

wr two principal sites—the Phenix 
Park and Collinstown—from which 
to select the location of the new Dublin 
civil airport, it is believed that the Inter- 
Departmental, Committee now considering 
this question will choose the latter. 
When the Acting Minister for Industry 
and Commerce said in the Dail that he 
could not say whether or not the Phoenix 
Park would be selected as the site for an 
aerodrome,’ mahy private persons imme- 
diately expressed their objection to this 


an. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin and Mr. 
Manning Robertson both expressed their 
opposition to the Phoenix Park suggestion 
in the Irish Times yesterday. 

From the practical point of view air 
Ea also oppose the selection of Phoenix 

ark as an airport. They point out that 
it is difficult to approach in misty weather, 
and a very large number of trees and some 
buildings would have to be removed before 
it could be considered suitable. Even then 
it could not offer the same safety factors 
as the old military aerodrome at Collins- 
town—on the Santry-Swords road, a few 
miles outside the city. 


ADVANTAGES OF 
COLLINSTOWN 


Mr. Sean O hUadhaigh, a prominent 
member of the Irish Aero Club and chair- 
man of Aer Lingues, Teoranta, told me 
yesterday that he understood the choice 
rested between Phoenix Park or Collins- 
town, and, from an aircraft operating point 
of view, he preferred the latter. 

Another pilot said that some supporters 
claimed that the Phoenix Park would be 
the -better site, as it was so near the city. 
He thought this claim could be discounted 
somewhat because traffic conditions along 
the quays would cause an omnibus or car 
to take almost as long to reach the Phoenix 
Park site as it would to reach,Collinstown. 
Collinstown is not more than a quarter of 
an hour’s run from the city centre. 

About half a dozen sites for the Dublin 
Airport were suggested to the inter- 
Departmental Committee, and these were 
all inspected or surveyed. The proposals 
included the scheme (suggested by a con- 
sulting engineer, Mr. Desmond McAteer, 
last year) for. the reclamation of a large 
area at Merrion Strand. This plan in- 
cluded the building of a wall about 15,000 
feet long from Blackrock-to the neighbour- 
hood of the Pigeon House Fort. On the 
reclaimed land within the wall he pro- 
posed that an aerodrome, a housing 
estate, and an amusement park should be 
established. The cost of the work would 
be about £1,500,000. 

Coastal mists and the rapid develop- 
ment of housing estates on the mainland, 
together with the fact that the land over 
which the aircraft would be rising (in the 
direction of the prevailing wind) are 
objections raised by pilots to the plan. 
The bulk of Howth Head (600ft.) also 
makes the approach difficult in conditions 
of. poor visibility. 


FREE FROM MISTS 

Collinstown Aerodrome, which was 
established by the Royal Flying Corps dur- 
ing the Great War, is already owned by 
the State; this would mean that the ovt- 
lay on new land would be reduced. The 
approaches are unobstructed, and the area 
is clear of mists and low-lying cloud. For 
some years past prominent pilots have been 
advocating the use of this now derelict air 
station, and in view of the fact that both 
pilots and the public object to the Phenix 
Park, there seems little doubt regarding 
the inter-Departmental Committee's final 
decision. 

Under modern conditions, with aircraft 
landing at high speeds, about one mile is 
recognised as being the necessary runway 
in the direction of the prevailing wind. 
The runways in other directions should be 
about 1,400 yards. The approximate cost 
of making Collinstown into the Dublin 
Airport would be about £200,000, and a 
great deal of the necessary work could be 
carried out by unskilled labour.

At 11 p.m. Mr. B. Doyle, Chairman of 
the Milk Vendors’ Association, sent a 
message to Mr. C.. M. Byrne, Chairman 
of the Producers’ Association, in the con- 
ference room, saying that if the vendors 
were not required at the conference they 
would like to leave, on account of the 
lateness of the hour. A .verbal message 
was returned stating that the position as 
regards the conference. looked “'pre- 
carious,’ and discussion would likely go 
on until about three or four o'clock in 
the morning, and that under the circum- 
stances the vendors would not be asked 
to remain. The vendors then left the 
hotel. 


‘* PREPARED TO ACT ” 


Last night a statement was made on 
behalf of the Milk Vendors’ Association 
by Mr. P. J. Crowley and Mr. B, Doyle, 
as follows:—‘‘We maintain that these 
distributors (referring to the men engaged 
in the -conference) represent nobody but 
themselves. They have refused to come 
to terms, and have forced the farmers to 
strike. They would not lead or they 
would not drive. and they place the blame 
on the others, making perfectly absurd 
excuses. The farmers have been convinced 
that these people either could not 
or would not make a settlement. The 
farmers demand that an association be 
formed for the purposes of negotiation. 
That has been done. There is a fully 
representative organisation, and almost 300 
delegates attended the meeting on Thurs- 
day. We are prepared to act and not to 
talk, and we are prepared to treat the 
farmers in a sympathetic manner, and 
bring about a settlement in the interests 
of all concerned.

ROVER WHELAN (President, New 


York World Fair, 1939), Mrs. 
Whelan, Mary, Esther Ann, Grover, 
junior, and about thirty pieces of luggage, 
arrived in Ireland yesterday for a thirty- 
day holiday. 

Mr. Whelan and his family are spend- 
ing a month in Greystones—it is the first 
time he has visited Ireland and he has 
come for two reasons. 

One—He wants to see ‘‘ some of the 
charm and hospitality I’ve read and heard 
about (my father came from Cork).’’ And 

Two—He wants the Free State to par- 
ticipate in the New York World Fair of 
1939. 


During Mayor ‘‘ Jimmy’ Walker’s 
period of office as Mayor of New York Mr. 
Grover Whelan spent about a year as Com- 
missioner of Police for the city. That 
gave me a lead to interview him on crime 
in the United States. ‘‘ Crime conditions 
ver there,” he told me; 
‘The Federal, State and municipal police, 
by the use of scientific methods, have 
caught up with, and are now ahead of, the 
criminal.’’ 

Then Mr. Whelan became associated 
with Wannamaker’s and other big stores 
and enterprises in the United States. The 
obvious question was “ How is trade 7” 

“ Much better than it has been for the 
past five years,” he replied. “ The cor- 
poration (meaning company) reports show 
a decided improvement, Their figures are 
‘in the black’ (showing profits) now, 
where they have been ‘in the red.’ ”’ 

Then I got interviewed while the rest of 
the family talked nicely to the Customs 
Officers at Dún Laoghaire. I think the 
officials must have been impressed by all 
that luggage. | ffju 

"How is my friend Lord Mayor Byrne? 
How are things her uiet? And in- 
dustry? Having answered these questidns 
I got another chance to resume my inter- 
view and heard something about the New 
York World Fair of 1939, of which Mr. 
Whelan is President. 

“ It is going to cost one hundred million 
dollars in the first year, and we hope that 
it will bring a billion dollars of new 
money into New York,’’ Mr. Whelan told 
me. “In 1939 we shall be celebrating 
the inauguration of George Washington 
as President, and the results of that year 
will determine whether we continue the 
Fair in 1940, 

“Fifty-seven countries. have already 
announced their intention of participating 
in the Fair, and I hope that every 
country will be represented industrially 
and as a country. I shall see officials 
while I am over here to try and get the 
Irish Free State to join in; then I go on 
to London and Paris for a similar purpose 
while the family ‘holidays’ in Europe. 
And while I am here I am going to have 
a real holiday—golf, tennis and riding.” 

As the last of the baggage passed the 
Customs I fired the inevitable question 
one asks Americans these days: ‘‘ Who 
is going to be the next President of the 
United States ’’ ? ‘ 

And I got the inevitable answer: 

** Roosevelt again.”

In Dublin the shortage of milk was 
severely felt by those who had been relying 
for supplies on the distributors concerned 
In the dispute, but vendors in possession 
of dairy herds were able to supply a certain 
number of customers. As far as can be 
ascertained, hospitals and other institu- 
tions have not yet been affected seriously. 
Some of the larger distributors were able 
to use up reserves of milk in cold storage 
to satisty some of the wants of their 
clients. Tinned milk was in great demand 
all over the city, and there appears to be 
a good supply available at present. 

There do. not appear to have been any 
incidents in Dublin yesterday of the. kind 
that marked the early stages.of the strike. 
About six cans of milk arrived at Harcourt 
Street Railway Station, as compared with 
an average normal delivery of 90 to 100 
cans. At the Kingsbridge Station about 
180 gallons were received in place of about 
4,000 gallons carried in normal times. A 
larger quantity was brought by road. 

Farmers engaged in the strike are stated 
to be using up their surplus milk in feed- 
ing calves and pigs, and in butter-making. 
Some of them are able to sell to 
creameries, and were stated yesterday by 
Mr. C. M. Byrne to be getting nearly as 
AeA a price as they have received from the

Alderman Byrne essayed to return 
thanks for his election, but for some 
moments was so deeply moved that he 
could not proceed.

Mr. Healy protested, and on a show of 
hands the proposition was defeated. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne, amid a general babble 
of voices, made an observation which was 
inaudible in the Press gallery. 

Mr. Healy said that there were people 
in Dublin who had no lunches.

ARMED HOLD-UP

The armed “hold-up” at Drumbeg, 
Newtownbreda, on the night of April 11 
last, had a sequel at Down Assizes yes- 
terday, before Mr. Justice Megaw, when 
two young men-—-James Pentland and 
Robert McCready, both of My Lady's 
road, Belfast--were charged with assault- 
ing and attempting to rob Mrs. Elizabeth 
Quee, Ballygowan House; Drumbeg, 
whilst armed with a revolver. 

Mrs. Quee was on her way home by 
car with her husband and son and 
daughter from their butcher’s shop on 
the Grosvenor road, Belfast, when, at 
the avenue of their residence, they were 
‘held up” by two men, who came from 
a car drawn across the road. The car 
was afterwards found abandondd at 
Shaw’s Bridge, and it -proved to have 
been stolen. 

The Crown alleged that the prisoners 
were the men concerned. 

After evidence had been given, 

Both of the accused men denied having 
taken any part in the “hold-up,” but 
the jury, after an absence of twenty-five 
minutes, returned a verdict of ‘‘ Guilty.” 

Mr. Justice Megaw said that he agreed 
entirely with the verdict. Passing sen- 
tence, he said that he was going to take 
a drastic course. It must be made plain 
to the ordinary citizen that offences of 
that kind could not be indulged in with 
impunity. He knew that the fear of a 
few months’ or a few years’ imprison- 
ment had little or no affect, and he was 
determined to do in that case what he 
had done on one oceasion hefore, and 
that was to order that each of the 
prisoners go to penal servitude for five 
years, and that each receive twelve 
strokes of the’ instrument known as the 
**cat.’’ 

Immediately the  sentencen were 
passed, a woman in the crowded court 
became hysterical, and was carried from 
the courtroom screaming.

It is stated that the men seemed very 
determined. The Guard drew his baton. A 
shot is said to have been fired. None of the 
milk was spilled. 

A telephone message was sent to the Gorey 
barrack, and ten Garda arrived at the station 
and took the seventeen men, into custody, and 
brought them to the barrack in motor cars. 


SPECIAL COURT 


Seventeen men were charged later at a 
special court in Gorey to-day with conspiring 
to compel Lee. Darcy, Moneycross, Gorey, 
and others to abstain from sending milk to 
Jacob’s, Dublin, and, further, that, in pur- 
suance of the said conspiracy, they, at Money- 
cross, Ballykale and Inch, on July 10, intim- 
dated Lee. Darcy and his servants and others 
from supplying milk to Jacob's and others 
in Dublin City.

N a Home Office vote for the Metro 
0 politan Police, Mr. D. N. Pritt 
(Labour) moved a redaction of £100, 
in. order to call attention to restrictions oi 
civil liberties and to the conduct of the police 
in dealing with the activities of Fascists in 
Great Britain. He said that there was a 
danger that the crushing of the freedom of 
expression woúld be a prelude to revolution. 
There were murmurs of dissent from the 
Ministerial benches when he went on to 
assert that the police discriminated as between 
middle-classes and working-classes. The 
former believed that police administration 
was well nigh perfection, whereas the opinion 
of the latter was well nigh unprintable. He 
imagined the real truth lay somewhere be- 
tween the two, though he was inclined to 
think that it was a great deal nearer to the 
working-class view. He challenged the right 
of the police to prohibit public meetings. 
except under special circumstances, or where 
they had good reason for believing that there 
would be a breach of the peace. 
Sir Percy Harris (Liberal) said that he 
considered that London had every reason to 
be proud of its police force, but undoubtedly 
in the East End there was a growing fecling 
that they were acting in collusion with the

Fascists. 
IRELAND MENTIONED 


Mr. George Lansbury (Labour) said that 
the present situation was largely due to the 
prohibition of the use of Trafalgar square for 
public meetings. He traced. the present 
trouble to the emergence into prominence of 
the Irish question in the eighties, and later 
to the organisation of an armed force in 
Northern [reland to resist Home Rule, Con- 
servative members of the Privy Council, he 
said, were the leaders in the latter move- 
ment at a time when those who supported the 
women's suffrage agitation in Great Britain 
were treated with very little consideration. 
The Home Secretary of that day did not hold 
the scales fairly as between the ‘“‘ absplute 
rebels” in Northern Ireland and the 
hundful of women in Great Britain 
who were considered to be. doing 
things they ought not to do. Out of 
these difficulties there arose the practice of 
note-taking by the police at public meetings. 
He asked whether the police authorities sent 
competent notetakers to Fascist meetings, and 
whether they paid the same regard to Com- 
munist meetings. 

Mr. A, P. Herbert (Independent) sug- 
gested that directions should be given that 
at these Fascist meetings ejections, where 
uecessary, should be carried out by the 
police, becaus? in many cases the stewards 
were unfit to discharge their duties in a 
civilised way in a civilised country. The 
general model of these Fascist meetings went 
perilously near to an uniawful assembly. 

Sir John Simon (Home Secretary), reply- 
ing to the debate, said that after the most 
careful inquiry it was clear that the police 
in the metropolis acted without bias and 
without prejudice. If police were put inside 
meetings wholesale and declared in any 
way they would expose themselves to criti- 
cism on the ground that they were wantonly 
interfering with the right of free speech. If 
a Communist meeting was interfered with 
in that way it would be resented extremely. 

Mr, W. Gallacher (Communist) asked if 
it was not the case that police in uniform, 
or without, were at every Communist meet- 
ing. 

Sir John Simon—Not at all; but certainly 
at some, and they take notes of what the 
speaker says. 

Mr. Gallacher—No; what he does not say. 
(Laughter. ) 

Proceeding, the Home Secretary reiterated 
that to his knowledge there was no dis- 
crimination on the part of the police, but 
the best advice he could give to people was 
that they should keep away from Fascist 
meetings. The truth was that the police 
had a terribly difficult "job, and all that 
could be done was being done quite fairly 

The motion for the reduction of the vote 
was rejected by 148 votes to 76, and the 
debate was adjourned.

'BUS ATTACKED IN 
PALESTINE

Two soldiers wounded to-day and a third 
last night makes a total of eight casual- 
ties, including one death, suffered by 
British troops in Palestine in just over 
the past week. 

To-day’s British casualties occurred 
when an omnibus south-bound from Haifa 
with a military convoy was ambushed by 
terrorists between Jenin and Nablus. One 
Jewish passenger in the "bus was killed 
and two’ others seriously wounded. The 
soldiers’ wounds were slight.

A bomb was thrown into the courtyard 
of Jerusalem's police headquarters last 
night. No damage was caused by the ex- 
plosion, nor was anyone hurt, but a 
number of British constables there at the 
time had narrow escapes. 

Three separate ambushes occurred along 
the same sector inside two hours. The 
omnibus convoy attacked between Tenin 
and Nablus had hardly got under way 
again before it was attacked a second time.

DERBY LESSONS

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—The result of the by-election at 
Derby must needs cause searchings of 
heart among the Government's supporters. 
The Labour Party won the seat and in- 
creased their poll by over 3,000 votes. 
This is the first by-election during the 
present .Parliament at which there has 
been any substantial increase in the votes 
cast for the Opposition. 
The election was fought, in the main, 
upon foreign policy. The failure of the 
League in its attempt at the collective 
restraint of an aggressor is profoundly 
distasteful, even to those who are now 
convinced that a confession of failure was 
inevitable, and this failure is bound to 
react unfavourably upon the Government 
which was a party to the attempt. The 
increase in the Labour vote, though con- 
siderable, is less than might have been 
expected in a traditionally Labour seat. 
If there had been any pronounced swing 
over to the Opposition the Derby 
electorate has seized an occasion, perfectly 
safe from the national point of view, to 
show that they do not like an appearance 
of lack of leadership. The Government 
have still time to reverse this impression 
of lack of leadership, but none too much 
time. They are showing commendable 
decision in pressing ahead with the defence 
programme, and one effect of recent events 
will certainly be growing support for the 
creation of such a strength in armaments 
as has been found essential to influence. 
There must be no. vacillation here. But. 
after all, rearmament is only a means to 
the end of restoring British influence for 

ace, and though it may be the only 
sranch of foreign policy over which the 
British Government has complete control, 
that does not absolve them from stating 
clearly, and pressing resolutely, their plan 
for securing a better atmosphere in 
Europe. Public opinion has long been far 
ahead of them here in its determination 
to try out the prospect of a plain under- 
standing with Germany. 

In other fields also there are immediate 
opportunities for restoring their prestige. 
Thus, a firm hand must clearly be main- 
tained in Palestine if peace is to be re- 
stored to that disordered country, and 
British prestige revived in the Near East 
and in the Mediterranean—and it is fair 
to add that Mr. Ormsby Gore has begun 
well in his new office, and that his speech 
on Thursday upon Colonial administration 
showed both knowledge and decision. 
There must be no relaxation in the pur- 
suit, now well advanced, of a lasting 
Treaty with Egypt.

M. de Kerillis had put in an interpellation 
alleging that the Air Minister, M. Cot, had 
ordered that the plans of the gun be given to 
the Soviet Government. 

The Minister, replying, denied that he had 
given any such orders, and asked for a vote 
of confidence. He did not refer to the asser- 
tion that Great Britain had been interested 
in the gun. 


MORE HARM THAN GOOD 

M. De Kerillis, he said, was doing more 
harm than good by ventilating the matter. 
He maintained that handing over the plans 
of the gun would be a normal application of 
technical co-operation. 

M. Cot added: “I handed over nothing 
whatever, for I have not yet got anything. 
Our formations are not armed with this gun. 
It is the fruit of the great brain of a Swiss 
engineer working in France for a firm which 
has the right to offer the gun to any foreign 
Power tomorrow.”

BERLIN, Friday. 

“Con Britain bc starved out” is the 
headline given by the Boersen Zeitung to 
its report of the House of Lords debate 
yesterday on Britain's food supplies. 

The debate in the House ot Lords, the 
paper says, ‘‘ belongs to that kind of war 
propaganda which, in our opinion,. 1s 
supertiuvous and harmful: Was it necessary 
to touch upon the subject ol starving out 
England, since there is no combination of 
Heets outside the Franco-Russian one which 
is able to carry out a food blockade against 
Great Britain? . 

‘We regard the discussion of this highly 
imaginary problem, which was bound to, and 
probably was inteaded to, remind the British 
public of the submarine blockade during 
the war, as just another instance of war 
propaganda which neither quiets England 
nor pacifies the world.” 

Lord Hailsham replying to the debate in 
the Lords, said that the total storage capa- 
city of England gave three months’ supplies, 
sufficient to tide over a few weeks at the 
outbreak of a war when their command of 
the sea might be endangered.

held an inguest, at Greenwich yesterday 

on the five men who lost thei: lives 
in the explosion which wrecked the Research 
Department at Woolwich Arsenal, when an 
experiment was being tried with a high- 
explosive shell on Wednesday last. 

The jury found that the five men died as 
the result of injuries due to accidental auses. 

The victims were all married, ami had 
been either watching or engaged 94 the 
experiment, 

They were :—Commander P. A. M. Long 
(45), Ordnance Assistant in the Armament 
Supply Department of the Admiralty ; 
Francis ,Charles Lewis (41), scientist ;. J. 
Brignall (26), laboratory assistant; 6. 
Cooper (41), leading factory band, and W. E. 
Johnson, factory hand. 

One member of the Research Department 
who had been working outside the building 
escaped with slight injuries. 

Commander Preston stated. that the 
explosion occurred during the filling of a 
fifteen-inch shell with an explosive. It was 
a well-established process, which was slightly 
varied for use in different explosives. The 
object of the experiment was to find out the 
safest conditions in ordinary filling factories 
in the country. 

The Coroner—It is quite impossible to 
ascertain the cause of the explosion ?—It may 
transpire when we have cleared pp the dedris. 

The Coroner—That will, be a matter of 
some days and another inquiry. 


SOME ABNORMALITY 


Dr. Godfrey Rotter, Director of Explosives 
Research at the Arsenal, stated that the shell 
was being filled by the screw-filling process 
used for millions of shells during the war. 
The party had left the building while the 
shell was being filled, and they returned after 
five minutes. This. should have been long 
[enough to complete the filling. He added 
that apparently, for some reason unknown at 
present, the explosive had not travelled into 
the shell, and there must have been some 
abnormality. There must have been some 
obstruction to prevent the explosive from 
entering, with the result that friction was 
caused by the obstruction. So far as could 
be ascertained from markings on ‘the con- 
crete, the explosion took place im the 
reservoir in which the explosives were being 
mixed. 

Sir John Shaw. of Longfield, Kent, Com. 
mander Long’s brother-in-law, who identified 
lim, said that a motor driving licence bélong- 
ing to the Commander was recovered after 
the explosion, 

Ernest Clark, the factory hand whd’ was 
standing outside the building, said that Mr, 
Lewis and the others came out after start- 
ing up the machinery, and then went back. 
A minute later the explosion occurred. 
‘There was simply one blast, and I knew 
nothing more,” he added. 

The jury found that the victims’ died from 


injuries brought about as the result of the 


explosion, and a verdict of death from acci- 
dental causes was later returned.

In New York State a water famine 
threatens, and the Health Department has 
ordered an immediate réduction in the amoung 
of water used for non-essential purposes. 

As the thermometer climbed to 97 degrees 
at one oclock this afternoon Mayor La 
Guardia ordered. all city employés, — 
firemen and police, to leave work for the 
remainder of the day in order to decrease 
the tall of heat prostrations which have been 
numerous among office workers. 

A hundred thousand relief employés of 
the W.P.A. also were sent home after many 
had collapsed. 

Forest fires due to the heat have ruined 
thousands of acres of woodland, and losses 
af ra from thirst have reached a fabulous 
total. 

In Washington today President Roose- 
velt announced that 75. special relief jobs 
have been authorised in the drought areas, 
and that some 16.500 mien are already at 
work. Altogether more than 570.000 farms 
are stated to have been ruined by the heat 
and drought. 

It ts estimated by the Weather Bureau 
that light rain may fall in the North- 
Western States on Sunday, but there is na 
sign of relief elsewhere,

MACHINE HELD TO" 
BLAME 
———_ ¢--——_ 
ACCIDENT WHILE 
UNLOADING SHIP 


An accident at the North Wall dock,. is 
which Mathew Pierce, 7 Ralph place, Lower 
Sheriff street, Dublin, was fatally injured, 
was described at an inquest in Jervis Street 
Hospital, held by Dr. A. MacErlean, 
City Coroner, yesterday evening. 

Christopher Tierney gave evidence that as 
a quantity of tin-plate was being raised from 
the hold of the ship Finola the winchman 
shouted ‘‘Stand clear.” Witness shouted 
“Stand clear below,’’ knowing that some. 
thing was wrong. 

Andrew Cooney, winchman, who was 
cautioned before giving evidence, said that 
as the load of tin-plate was being raised from 
the hold the pin holding the tub flew out, 
He shouted ‘‘ Stand clear,” but it was too 
late. Eight hundredweights of tin-plate 
crashed into the hold. 

In reply to Mr. A. Lynn, the witness 
said that the pin was cigar-shaped and was 
about two and a half inches long. He had 
never worked that kind of winch in British 
ports before. ; 

Did you regard the pin as safe?—Fairly 
safe. 

If a split pin had been used would the 
dtcident have happened ?—I could not tell, 

Would it have been safer?—It would have

In reply to other questions, witness said 
that there was only one brake on the winch 
which was steam-driven. The brake was use 
only in an emergency. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, that death was 
due to shock and hwmorrliage following in- 
juries received, and they added a rider to the 
effect that in their opinion Andrew Cooney 
the winchman, was exempt from blame and 
that the machine was to blame.
